fore this, we ſec, That Iſrael had done enill in 
the fight of the Lord againe, and yet againe, 
| God came'to them : That God himſelfe had 
fold Iſrael into the hands of Iabin King of Cana- 
an, and yer he repented the bargaine, and 
cameto them ; That in twenty yeeres oppreſsi- 
on he came not, and yet he came, T hat when 
| Siſera came againſ# them,with nine hundred Cha- 
riots of Tron, and all preparations, proportio- 
| nable to thar, and God cald vp a woman, a 
ProphetcſTe, a Deborah againſt him, becauſe 
Deborah had a zeale to the cauſe,and conle- 
quently an enmity to the enemie, God 
would effchis purpoſe by ſo weake an in- 
ſtrument , by a wqman, bur by a woman, 
which had no fuch intereſt, nor zeale to the 
cauſe; by Jael: And in Taels hand, by ſuch 
an inſtrument, as with that, ſcarce any 
man could doe it, if it were to be done a- 
oaine, with a hammer ſhe driues anayle 
through his temples, and nayles him to the

though, but by occaſion ofnew, and late 
diſcoueries, we had had nothing to ſay of 
America.

ly vnderſtood, to be mtended of Merchants ; 
And inthe ſame verſe,the Iudges are honora- 
bly remembred, T hoje that fit in Iudgement ; 
And a farrevnlikelicr fort of people, then 
any of theſe, in the ſame verſe too, Thoſe 
that walked by the way ; Idle, 'and diſcourſing 
men, that were not much affected, how 
buſineſle went,ſo they might talke of them: 
And laſtly , the ox 4 pcople in generall, 
how poore ſocuer, they haue euidence 
from this record , That they offered them- 
ſelues (and what will they denie, that offer 
themſelues) and willingly , to this implo+- 
ment, And then, God hauing here afforded 
this honourable mention of them , who 
did aſtiſt him, he layes alſo- a heauy nore 
vpon ſuch, who for collatcrall reſpects pre- 


to the manner of thoſe Nations, are, by Pe- 
ter Martyr, amongſt our Expolitors, and by | 
Ferarius the Teſuite, amongitrhe others, fir-|

their aſliftance were no wayes competent 
againſt ſo potent an enemy , God foughrfor 
himſelfe roo, They fought from Heauen, The 
ftarres in their order fought againſt Siſers. And 
theſewill be the branches, or circumſtan- 
ces of our firſt part : for the particulars of 
theſccond,we ſhall open them more com- 
modiouſly for your memory and vſe,thcn, 
when we come to handle them, then now. 
Now we procced to thoſc of the firſt part, | 

And into thoſel paſſe with this proteſta- 
tron, That 1n all which I ſhall ſay this day, 
becing to ſpeake oficn of God, 1n that Ne- 
tion, as he 1s Lord of Hofſtes, and fights his 
owne battailes, I am farre from giuing 
fire to them that deſire warre. Peace m this 
world, isapretious Eareſ}, and a fairc and 
loucly Type of the everlaſting peace of the 
world to come: And warre in this world,is 
" {hrewd and fearctull Embleme of the eucr-

the world to come: And therefore, our Bleſ: | 
{edGod, bleſſe vs with this extemall , and 
this internall, and make that lead vs to an 
etcrnall peace. But Iſpeake of this fubic, 
eſpecially ro eſtabliſh and ſettlethem, thar 
ſuſpect Gods power, or Gods purpoſe, to 


vnder heauie preſſures in matter of Re-+ 
ligion, or to reltorethoſe , who in forraine 
parts, are deueſted of theirlawfull poſleſ- 
ſions, and mheritance ; and becauſe God 
hachnot done theſe great workes yet, nor 
yet raiſed vp mcanes, 1n apparance, and in 
their apprehenſion, likcly to effect it, That 
therefore God likes not the cauſe ; and there- 
fore they begin to bee ſhaked in their owne 


God negledts it abroad. But,beloued,ſince 
God made all this world of nothing,cannot 
hee recouer any one peece thereof, or rc- 
ſtorc any one peece, with a little? In the | 
Creation, his production o* ſpecifique 
formes, and ſeucrall Creatures in the ſe- 
ucrall dayes, was much, very much ; but

For, 
for the particular Creatures , God had then 
Praeincentem Materiam , he had ſtuff: before 
him;cnough to cutout Creatures of the lar- 
oelt (iſc,his Elephants of the Earth, his bales 
| and Leniathans in the Sea, In that matter 
there was Semen Creaturarum , The Seed of| 
all Creatures in that ſtuffe, Burt for the ſtuffe 
it ſclfe, the Heauen andEarth, God had not 
Semen (li, any ſuch ſeed of Heauen as that 
he could fay to it, doe thou hatch a Heaucn; 
he hadnot anyſuch Semen terre; as that hee | 
could bid that grow vp into: an- Earth: 
There was nothing at all;and all, that 1s, was.| 
produced from: that; and: then who ſhall 
doubt ofhis proceeding, if by a little he will 
doe much ? He ſuffered his greater works 
to be paraleld, orto be counterfeit by Pha- 
raohs Magicians;but in his leaſt, inthema- 
king of Lice, hee brought them to confeſle 
Digttum Dei, the finger of God; and that 


God needsnot ; where he will worke, his 
fingeris cnough, It was nor that imagina- 


| tion, that dreame of theRebbins,that hinde- 
| | red

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red the Magicians , whoſay, that the Demil | 


cannot make any Creature,leſle then a Bar- 
ley corne ; As itis with men , they miſcon- 
celue it to be with the Dey:[ltoo ; harderro 
make a licle clocke, a little picture, any 
thing in a little, then in alarger forme, That 
was no part of the reaſon in that caſe : but 
{ince man ordinarily efteemes it ſo, and or- 
dinarily admires great workes in little 
forme, why will he not be content to glo- 
ritie God that way, in a faithfull confidence, 
that hee can and will doc great workes by 


weake meanes, Should God haue ſtayd to 


leuie, andarme, and traine, and muſter,and 
preſent men cnow to difcomfit Sennache- 
rib? Hee tooke ancerer way he ſlew al- 
moſt two hundreth thouſand of them, in 
one night by an Angell, Should God haue 
troubled an Angell to ſatisfic E£l;/ha his ſer- 
uant? Onely by apparition inthe cloudes, 
he brought him to acknowledge, that there 
were more with them, then with the Enemy, | 
when there was none, He troubled not fo 
much as a cloud, he imployed no Creature 
at all, againſt the Philiſtines, when they came 
vp with thirty thouſand Chariezs ; buthee

God foreſaw a diminution of his honour, in 
the augmentation of [/xaels forces, and ther- 
fore he reduced Gideons thirty two thouſand 
to three hundred perſons, It was ſo in per- 
ſons,God does much with few ,and it was fo 
in time, God does much, though late; 
though God ſeeme along time to haue for- 
got his people, yet in due time,thar is, in his 
timeghe returnes fothem againe. S, Auguſtine 
makes a vſefull Hiſtoricall note, That that 
land to which God brought the Children of 
I/rael,was their owne land betore;they were 
the right heires to ir, lineally deſcended from 
him, who was the firſt poſſefſor of it, after 
the flood: burthey were fo long outof pol- 
ſe{lion of 1t, as that they were neuer able to 


know their owntitle;and yer God repo{Telled 


perſons, and times in his wayes in this world, 
Much with tew,much though lare, and it is 
ſo in his wayes to the next world roo:for per- | 
fons, Elias knew of no more but himlelfe, 
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that ſerued the right God aright: God makes | 
him know that there were ſcuen thouſand 
more;ſcuen thouſand was muchto one,but 
itwas little to all the world : and yet theſe ſe- 
uen thouſand haue peopled heauen,and ſent 
ypall thoſe Colonies thither; all thoſe Armies 
of Martyrs , thoſe flockes of Lambes, inno- 
cent children, thoſe Fathers, the Fathers of 
the Church,and Morhers, holy Matrons,and 
daughters,blcſlcd Yirgines, and learned and: 
laborwous Defors ; theſe ſeuen thouſand: 


and repcopled that Kingdome: And where- 
ſocuer we thinke them moſt worne out, God 
at this time hath his remnant (as the 4poſtle 
ſaycs) and God's able tomake vp the whole 
garment of that remnant, So he does much: 
with few , in the waycs-to heauen ; and that 
he does much though late, mn that way too, 
thou mayeſt diſcere m his working vpon 
thy ſelfe, How often haſt thou ſuffered thy 
Soule, ro:grow cleanc out of all reparations | 
into ruine, by thine inconſiderate and habi- 
tuall courſe of ſinne, and neuer repaired it

Recolled all ; in rayſing of ſieges, 
and diſcomfiting of Armies, 1n reſtoring

preſumptuous confidence, or ouer-timo- 
rous diffidence in God, God plorifics him- 
ſelfe that way,todoe-much with little,

tricnds. It was no diſorderly Enchantment, 
nor it was no Miracle, that diſordered theſe 
Starres; as 1n Joſuahs time, the Sunne and 
Moone were diſordred in their Motions; Bur 
as Toſephur , who rclates this battaile more 
parricularly,ſayes,with whom all agrec, The 
naturall Infinence of theſe heauenly bodtes, at thi;

This is but a C:aill 
Wwarre , nay it is but a Rebe/lionindeed, and 
yet itcan neuer be ablolutely quenched. So 
euery Man is alſo a Souldier in that great

giuen him a Deſeigne, a Medell,a Platforme of 
that Arke, we may doubt credibly, whether 


 euer man would haue thought of a Ship, 


or of any ſuch way of trade & Commerce. 


Shipping was Gods owne Inuention , and 


therein Letentur Inſule , as Dauid layes, Let 
the Hands reiogce. So alſo, if ( hriſt had not 
ſaid to his Apoſtles ,. Ite predicate , Goe and 
preach : and when hee bad ſaid fo, faid thus 
much more , ui non crediderit damnabitur, 
Flee that beleenes not your Preaching ſhall bee 
damned : certainly man would neuer haue 


| thought of ſuch a way of eſtabliſhing a 


kingdome, as by Preaching. No other Na- 
tion had any ſuch Inſtitution, as Preaching. 
In the Romane State, there was a publique 
Officer, Conditor precum , who ypon great 
emergent occaſions, deprecations of immi- 


= dangers, or Gratulations for euident 


bene- 
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 benefites, did make particular (olleFs an-| : 
ſwerable to thoſe occaſions : And ſome 
ſuch occaſionall Panegyriques , and gratu- 
latory Orations for temporall benefites, 
they had in that ſtate. But a fixt and con- 
ſtant courſe of conteyning Subiects in their 
| Religious and Ciuill duties, by preaching, 
onely God ordain'd, onely his Children en- | 
1oy'd. Chriſt when he ſenthis .4po/tles, did 
not giue them a particular command, Tre 0- 
rate, goe and pray in the publique Congre- 
gation ; All Nations were accuſtomed to 
that , Chriſt made no doubt of any mans 
oppoling, or queſtioning publique Prayer , 
and therefore for that, he onely ſaid, Sic ora- 
bitis, Not go, and pray, but, when you pray, 
pray thus, he inſtru&ted them in the forme, 
the duty was well knowne to all before. 
|Bur, for Preaching, He himlelfe was anoin- 
ted for that, The Spirit of the Lord is vpon me, 
becauſe the Lord hath anointed mee to preach : 
His vn&tion was his funftion. Hee was a- 
nointed with that power, and hee hath a- 
nointed vs with part of his owne vnction : 
All power is giuen vnto me, ſayes he, in Hea- 
uen and in Earth ; and therefore (as he adds 
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' | hee {mother it, ſuffocate it, with worldly 
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there) Go ye, and preach: Becauſe I haue all 
power, for preaching, take yee part of my 
power, and preach too. For, Preaching is 
the power of God onto Saluation, and the ſauor 
of life ontolife. When therefore the Apoſtle 
laies, Quench not the Spirit, Nec in te,nec in alio, 
layes Aquinas ; Quench itnot in your ſelfe, 
by forbcaring to heate the Word preached, 
quench it not in others, by diſcouraging 
rhem that doe preach. For ſo Saint Chry- 
ſoſtome, (and nothe alone) vnderſtood thar 
place, That they quench the ſpirit, wb9 diſcoun- 
tenance preaching, and diſhearten Preachers. 
St. Chryſoſtome tooke his example from the 
Lampe that burnt by him, when hee vas 
preaching ; (It ſcemes therefore hee did 

reach in the afternoone) and he ſayes, you 
may quench this Lampe, by putting in Water ,and 
you may quench it by taking out the oyle. So a 
Man may quench the ſpirit in himſelfe, if 


pleaſures, or profits, and he may quench it 
in others, if he withdraw that fauour, or 
that helpe, which keepes that Man, who 
hath the ſpiritof Propheſie, the vnction of 


Preaching, in a cheerefull diſcharge of his 
| duty.

Now, though I had not time 
to labour a Sermon, and now, though I 
preach in' another mans place ; for ſo Saint 
Auguſtine preached his Sermon vpon the 95. 
P/alm: where he ſaies, Frater noſter Seuerus, 
our brother Seuerics ſhould by promiſe haue preas 
ched here,but ſanice he comes not, I will. Now, 
that is whenſocuer Gods good people may 
be edified by my preaching : Yi non, wo 
be vnto me, if I doe not preach. The Dra- 
gon drew a third- part of the ſtarrs from heauen. 
Antichriſt by his Perſecutions, and Excom- 
munications Silenc'd many ; all that would 
not Magnifte him. And many amoneſt vs, 
haue ſilenc'd themſelues : Abundance filen- 
ces ſome, and lazines and Ignorance ſome, 
and ſome their owne indiſcretion, and then

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hey lay that vpon the Magi/trave. But God | 
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hated. Burteyer a perfe&t harrcd is that too, 
which may conlilt with perfeCtion , and 
Charitie is perfection : a perfect hatred is 
chat which a perf=&t, thar is, a charitable 
| man may beare,which is {till to hate Errors, 
not Perſ-s. When their infolencies pro- 
uoke ys to ſpeake of them, we ſhall:doe no 
good therein, if therein we proceed not de- 
cently, and in order. (hriſt ſayes of his 
Cant.6:3 | {Church : Terribilts ot Caſtrorum acies , It is po- 
werfullas an Armie; but its ot acies ordinata, 
45 ant armie diſciplind,and in order : for with- 
| | outorder, an armie is but a great Ryot; and 
without this decencie, this peaceableneſle, 
this diſcretion, this order, zeale is but fury, 
and ſuch preaching is but ro the obduration 
of ill, not to the edification of good Chri- 
Rians. Saint Paul in_ his abſence from the 
(oloſfians ,. reioyces as much in beholdin

Prelates of this Church , chey preſented it to 
him, and thereupon he entred into the re- 
medy.

per of the great Seale , and after by him alſo, 
who began at firſt, his Maieſties pleaſure ap-

be made publique, I was not willing only, 
but glad to haue my part therein, that as, in

Origendoes 
ſo,when vpon the Epi/He ro the Romanes, he 
layes, T here is a great difference, Inter predi- 
care, &> docere : A man may teach an Audi-| 
tory, that is , make them know ſomerhing 
that they knew not before, and yet not 
preach; for Preaching is to make them 
know things appertainingtotheir ſaluation. | 
| But when men doe neither, neicher Teach, 

nor Preach, bur (as his Mate/tie obſerues the 
manner to bee) To ſoare in poynts too deepe, 
To muſter op their owne Reading , To diſplay 
their owne Wit;or Ignorance tm medling with Ci- 
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will matters, or (as his MateStie addes) in rude 
and ondecent reuiling of perſons : this is that 
which bath drawven downe his Maieſties 
piercing Eye to fee it, and his Royall care to 
correct it. Hee corrects it by ( hriſts owne

Epiſtle, that great 
man Optatus exerciſed at Carthage , and Ori- 
gen at Alexandria. When St. Auguſtine tooke 
the Epi/te,and the Gofpell,and the Pſalme of | 
the day, forhis Text to one Sermon , did 
he, think you,much more then paraphraſe, 
then Catechiſe 2 When Athanaſius makes. 
one Sermon,and,God knowes,a very ſhort
